New York probes post-storm 
price-gouging 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York authorities are investiga¬ 
ting widespread reports of 
price-gouging on fuel, water 
and other vital items in the 
wake of superstorm Sandy, of¬ 
ficials said yesterday. 

"Our office has zero tole¬ 
rance for price-gouging," At¬ 
torney General Eric Schnei- 
derman said. "We are actively 
investigating hundreds of com¬ 
plaints we’ve received from 
consumers of businesses prey¬ 
ing on victims." 

New York law prohibits 
sharp price increases for essen¬ 
tial items including food, 
water, gasoline, generators, 
flashlights and transport during 
natural and other crises. 

All storekeepers, gas sta¬ 
tions, hardware stores, taxi 
drivers and others providing 
basic services are bound by the 
law. 


Anecdotal evidence is par¬ 
ticularly growing of gas stations 
taking advantage of the post- 
Sandy fuel shortage by raising 
the New York area’s already 
comparatively high prices. 

The US Department of Jus¬ 
tice also warned against "un¬ 
scrupulous people out there 
who will try to scam victims of 
Hurricane Sandy or disaster- 
relief agencies like FEMA or 
the Red Cross." 

The department called for 
reports of gouging to be sent to 
a confidential phone line and 
email at (866) 720-5721, or 
disaster@leo.gov. 

Following numerous in¬ 
stances of flaring tempers at 
long lines for gas, New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg an¬ 
nounced yesterday that every 
city gas station would have a 
police officer posted outside to 
assure order. 



Superstorm Sandy's victims 
brace for new storm 

A new storm was expected to hit the New York-New Jersey re¬ 
gion that’s still shivering and cleaning up after last week's su¬ 
perstorm Sandy, bringing the threat of 55 mph gusts and more 
beach erosion, flooding and rain by tomorrow. David Bernard, 
chief meteorologist for CBS' Miami station WFOR-TV, reports 
that between tonight and early tomorrow morning the storm will 
begin to gather strength off the Outer Banks of North Carolina. 

The weather will likely deteriorate across the Northeast dur¬ 
ing the day tomorrow, Bernard reports. Even inland areas like 
Washington, D.C., could see a heavy, wet snow tomorrow 
evening before changing over to rain. The bad weather could last 
until Thursday night and possibly even Friday night

Yes, says Ecuador 


Dutch Liberal-Labour coalition 
sworn in under fire

QUITO (AFP) - Not far from 
Ecuador's capital, tourists 
flock to a line etched in the 
ground and straddle it so 
they've got one foot on either 
side of the equator. 

A 30 meter (100 foot) 
obelisk marks the spot. Now, 
the provincial governor, think¬ 
ing much bigger and grander, 
wants to build a mile-high (1.6 
kilometers) skyscraper there. 

Besides drawing more visi¬ 
tors to what would be the 
world's tallest building, the 
structure would honor the 
Quitu-Cara, an indigenous cul¬ 
ture credited with being the 
first to define the line marking 
the planet's waistband, said 
deputy governor Marcela 
Costales. 

Promotors say the building 
would cost $200 million to 
erect. Its main backer is Gus¬ 
tavo Baroja, governor of Pich- 
incha province, which includes 
Quito. 

Contacts have been estab¬ 
lished with potential investors 
in the United States and Eu¬ 
rope, and a delegation from 


Qatar that's interested in the 
tower has visited Ecuador, 
Costales said. 

The obelisk now stands at a 
site called Ciudad Mitad del 
Mundo, or Half-the-World City, 
about 13 kilometers (8 miles) 
from Quito. The spot draws 
about 900,000 visitors a year. 

The mile-high structure 
would be called the Tower of 
the Sun and could draw three 
times that number, Baroja said. 

The obelisk was built in 
1979 to honor French expedi¬ 
tions dating back to 1736 and 
late in that century to study the 
size and shape of the Earth. 

That monument was a pro¬ 
duct of its time "but in the new 
millennium, with mankind's 
awakening, this zeal to find 
new energies, Half-the-World 
City has a greater value," 
Costales said. 

"We want it to be a global 
icon reflecting what we are," 
said Baroja. 

Currently the world's tallest 
building is Burj Khalifa in 
Dubai, which rises 828 meters 
(2,716.5 feet) high. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
Liberal Prime Minister Mark 
Rutte's coalition government 
was sworn in yesterday al¬ 
ready under fire over pro-aus¬ 
terity measures seen as pu¬ 
nishing his party's core middle- 
class voters. 

Rutte's VVD and Diederik 
Samsom's centre-left PvdA 
came out on top in September 
12 elections and have been in 
coalition talks ever since, with 
Queen Beatrix swearing in 
Rutte's new government yes¬ 
terday morning. 

But the ceremony, broad¬ 
cast live for the first time, was 
overshadowed by widespread 
unhappiness with an austerity 
package agreed by the two 
pro-European parties aimed at 
saving 16-billion euros ($21 
billion) by 2017. 

The most controversial part 
of the deal means that health 
insurance premiums will now 
be calculated according to in¬ 
come, a measure that has 
caused dismay among the 


VVD's traditional wealthy and 
the middle class voters. 

The election was seen as a 
test of Dutch anti-European 
sentiment and voters ended up 
rejecting far-left and far-right 
extremism, with the Liberals 
obtaining 41 seats while La¬ 
bour took 38 out of a possible 
150. 

But Rutte's VVD party's 
support is in freefall, with an 
opinion poll published Sunday 
saying they would win 11 seats 
less if an election were to be 
held now. 

"False start," "Sombre start 
for new government," head¬ 
lined the popular De Telegraaf 
and the Algemeen Dagblad 
dailies. 

The Netherlands came 
under fire from its European 
partners when its deficit tipped 
to 4.7 percent of gross domes¬ 
tic product last year, above a 
three percent ceiling imposed 
by the European Union. 

Talks on budget cuts led to 
the collapse of Rutte's govern¬ 


ment in April when his far- 
right parliamentary ally 
walked out of negotiations. 

"The normally festive be¬ 
ginning of a new government 
is overshadowed by wide¬ 
spread anger over health insur¬ 
ance, which will not quiet 
down," wrote De Telegraaf. 

The problem "threatens the 
government's stability before 
it's been sworn in," said the 
left-leaning De Volkskrant. 

PvdA party leader Samsom 
is staying in the lower house 
rather than taking up a minis¬ 
terial post. 

Members of his party mem¬ 
bers are however taking key 
portfolios, including deputy 
prime minister Lodewijk Ass¬ 
cher, Foreign Minister Frans 
Timmermans and Finance 
Minister Jeroen Dijsselbloem. 

The VVD's Jeanine Hennis- 
Piasschaert becomes the 
Netherlands first woman de¬ 
fence minister. 

The cabinet held its first 
meeting yesterday afternoon.

New Cholera Outbreaks in Haiti 


-PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti’s 
cholera epidemic began in 
2010. The bacterium is spread 
by fecal-oral contact. The epi¬ 
demic was most likely caused 
by sewage discharged from a 
camp housing U.N. peace¬ 
keeping soldiers from Nepal 
into the Artibonite River, a 
source of drinking water for 
many Haitians who have no 
access to treated water. 

Now while still struggling 
to recover from the effects of 
Hurricane Isaac in August, 
which in turn set back rebuild¬ 
ing from the earthquake of 
January 2010, Haiti now faces 
renewed crises on multiple 
fronts: New Cholera Outbreak. 

At least 54 people died 
from the hurricane. Much of 
the damage from Sandy oc¬ 
curred in the rural south of this 
nation of 9 million. 

In Haiti’s capital Port-au- 
Prince, where hundreds of 
thousands of earthquake vic¬ 
tims remain displaced in 
crowded tent camps, health 
care workers are bracing for a 
resurgence of cholera. 

To date, cholera, which 
causes severe diarrhea and 
fluid loss, has killed nearly 
7,500 Haitians and sickened 
another 600,000. Now, flood- 
waters from Sandy have again 
churned up the cholera bug, 


contaminating drinking water 
supplies and further hindering 
access for many — especially 
those in tent camps and remote 
areas — to safe sources of 
water and sanitation. The gov¬ 
ernment has reported eight 
suspected cholera deaths post- 
Sandy. 

With massive publicity 
campaigns on billboards, radio 
and television, most people are 
aware of cholera’s symptoms, 
so patients are brought in 
much earlier for care. Cholera 
is easily treated with antibi¬ 
otics if they are administered 


early. As a result, mortality 
rates are now almost nil. 

Still, the fact that so many 
come down with cholera de¬ 
spite the awareness might be 
an indicator that safe water 
and sanitation remain elusive 
to many people. 

Haiti was spared a direct hit 
from Hurricane Sandy but of¬ 
ficials say at least 54 people 
died, more than any other 
Caribbean country. The storm 
also destroyed 70 percent of 
the crops in southern Haiti and 
caused widespread deaths of 
livestock, authorities say. 


ISLAMABAD (AFP) - A Pak¬ 
istani mother who killed her 
teenage daughter by dousing 
her with acid for looking at a 
boy has told the BBC it was 
the girl’s destiny to die in this 
way. 

Police in Pakistan-adminis¬ 
tered Kashmir arrested Mo¬ 
hammad Zafar and his wife 
Zaheen for the October 29 at¬ 
tack on their daughter Anusha, 
15, who died in hospital two 
days later after suffering hor¬ 
rific acid bums.

Polish woman charged with 
killing five of her newborns 



WARSAW (AFP) - A Polish 
woman has been charged with 
killing at least five of her new¬ 
born babies over more than a 
decade after they were found 
hidden around her home, pros¬ 
ecutors said. 

"We know that between 
1998 and 2012, the woman 
gave birth to six children, four 
boys and two girls. They were 
born alive. We have estab¬ 
lished that five of them are 
dead. An investigation is under 
way to find out what happened 
to the sixth,” said Maria 
Kudyba, spokeswoman for the 
regional prosecutor's office in 
Lomza, northeast Poland. 

"We know that she hid the 
fact that she was pregnant,” 
Kudyba was quoted as saying 


year after being accused of 
bringing shame on the family 
in some way. 

Speaking from their police 
cells, the father told the BBC 
they had warned Anusha be¬ 
fore about looking at boys, 
while the mother described 
how her daughter had begged 
for forgiveness. 

"She said, 'I didn't do it on 
purpose, I won't do it again,” 
the mother, whose own arm 
bore an injury from the acid, 
told the BBC. 

"By then I had thrown the 
acid. It was her destiny to die 
this way.” 

The parents waited two days 
to take Anusha to hospital. A 
doctor told AFP the teenager 
arrived in a "very critical con¬ 
dition” with almost 70 percent 
bums.

The babies' bodies were 
found in a stable, the attic and 
the cellar of the home in the 
hamlet of Hipolitowo outside 
Lomza, where the 41-year-old 
woman lived with her partner 
and two children aged seven 
and 10. 

The two children have been 
placed in foster care. 

The woman and her family 
have been living on benefits 
for years. Social services 
alerted police in June after sus¬ 
pecting that she was pregnant 
again but was denying it. 

The woman, who reportedly 
has an alcohol problem, also 
had two children — now adults 
— with her husband who died 
several years ago.

Apple sells 3 million iPads in new launch 



iPad mini 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Apple said Monday it sold 
three million iPads in the first 
three days of its launch of the 
iPad mini and fourth-genera¬ 
tion model of its original for¬ 
mat iPad. 

The tech giant said demand 
for iPad mini ’’exceeded the 
initial supply,” meaning some 
orders will be delayed until 
later this month. 

Apple did not break down 
precise sales of the mini — the 
7.9-inch (20 centimeter) tablet 
which joins several other 
small-format tablets — and the 
new iPad, which has a 10-inch 
(25 centimeter) screen. 

’’Customers around the 
world love the new iPad mini 
and fourth-generation iPad,” 
said Tim Cook, Apple's chief 
executive, in a statement. 

Both iPad mini and the new 
fourth generation iPad were 
launched Friday in 34 coun¬ 
tries, in Wi-Fi only versions. 


Apple will be selling the 
tablets with mobile connectiv¬ 
ity in a few weeks. 

The iPad mini weighs 0.68 
pounds, 53 percent lighter 
than Apple's third generation 
iPad. It is 7.2 millimeters 
(0.28 inches) thick, 23 percent 
thinner than the original iPad 
and thinner than a pencil. 

The iPad mini with Wi-Fi 
connectivity and 16 gigabytes 
of memory costs $329, the 
32GB model sells for $429 
and the 64GB version for 
$529. It is more expensive 
than rivals from Google, Ama¬ 
zon and other makers. 


Apple's senior vice presi¬ 
dent for marketing Phil 
Schiller helped unveil the iPad 
mini, insisting that it was an 
entirely new design and not 
"just a shrunken down iPad”. 

Like later versions of the 
original iPad, the new Apple 
tablet features rear- and front¬ 
facing cameras, and also has 
stereo speakers. 

"We expect sales will con¬ 
tinue to be strong in the fourth 
quarter with the addition of the 
LTE (mobile) models, 
launches in new countries (in¬ 
cluding China), and holiday 
demand,” 



TASHKENT (AFP) - Workers at a state art museum in ex- 
Soviet Uzbekistan have discovered a long-forgotten col¬ 
lection of Picasso ceramics in the archives and put them 
on display, more than four decades after the pieces were 
donated. The collection includes decorative and dessert 
plates and several jugs featuring favourite Picasso mo¬ 
tifs including a dove, a woman's face and a bull's head. 
Pablo Picasso branched out into ceramics in the 1940s 
and went on to create hundreds of works at a French pot¬ 
tery called Madoura. The exhibition runs to January 10, 
2013.

BEIJING (AFP) - Beijing issued its second-highest bliz¬ 
zard alert on Sunday after the Chinese capital was hit by 
an unusually early snowstorm. In the 24 hours until Sun¬ 
day morning the city saw 5.8 centimetres (2.3 inches) of 
precipitation (rain and snow combined), the highest daily 
total for any cold season since 1951, the Xinhua news 
agency said. The weather prompted city and national au¬ 
thorities to issue an "orange alert" - the second of four 
warning levels. Authorities would activate the capital's 
public heating ahead of the planned November 15 date, 
Xinhua said. The national meteorological body on Sun¬ 
day warned of blizzards in the northern provinces sur¬ 
rounding the capital, which do not normally see snow till 
the end of the month. Authorities in nearby Shanxi 
province temporarily shut 10 highways to avoid acci¬ 
dents, while in Inner Mongolia more than 400 trucks be¬ 
came stuck en route and traffic clogged multiple 
highways, Xinhua reported.

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G20: US, Europe fiscal challenges 
threaten global growth

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - G20 
powers warned yesterday that 
possible delays in Europe's 
anti-crisis measures and a po¬ 
tential sharp fiscal tightening 
in the United States threaten 
global growth. 

"Global growth remains 
modest and downside risks 
are still elevated, including 
due to possible delays in the 
complex implementation of 
recent policy announcements 
in Europe, a potential sharp 
fiscal tightening in the United 
States, securing funding for 
this year's budget in Japan," 
Group of 20 finance chiefs 
said in a statement after a 
two-day meeting in Mexico 
City. 

The communique also 
cited "weaker growth" in 
some emerging nations and 


"additional supply shocks" in 
some commodity markets as 
threats to the world economy. 

The eurozone debt crisis 
and a looming US "fiscal 
cliff’ were the focal points 
during two days of talks 
among finance ministers and 
central bankers from the 
Group of 20 leading devel¬ 
oped and emerging 
economies. 

The United States faces 
automatic spending cuts and 
tax hikes in January that 
could harm the US economy 
and global growth unless the 
White House and Congress 
reach a compromise before 


then. 

"The United States will 
carefully calibrate the pace of 
fiscal tightening to ensure 
that public finances are 
placed on a sustainable long- 
run path while avoiding a 
sharp fiscal contraction in 
2013," the G20 statement 
said. 

But G20 officials acknow¬ 
ledged that any resolution to 
the fiscal cliff will have to 
wait until after today's US 
presidential election, with in¬ 
cumbent Barack Obama fac¬ 
ing a tight race with 
Republican rival Mitt Rom¬ 
ney.

Spain ’well financed,’ rescue 
not needed for now 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - 
Spain's treasury is "well fi¬ 
nanced" for this year and the 
crisis-hit country will not ask 
for a rescue from European 
partners for now, Spanish 
Economy Minister Luis de 
Guindos said yesterday. 

"The Spanish treasury is 
well financed this year," he 
told reporters on the sidelines 
of G20 talks in Mexico City. 


"We have almost closed our fi¬ 
nancing needs for this year. We 
have a relatively comfortable 
liquidity situation." 

Spain will issue a new 20- 
year bond on Thursday, he 
said. 

This will represent a new 
test of market sentiment for the 
country, whose borrowing 
costs for 10-year bonds in¬ 
creased yesterday. 


World Bank in talks to help 
Greece, Portugal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
World Bank is discussing pro¬ 
viding technical assistance to 
struggling Greece and Portugal 
in a rare deployment of its re¬ 
sources to developed econo¬ 
mies, a bank official said 
yesterday. 

With Greece, talks are fo¬ 
cused on reforms in the coun¬ 


try's business environment that 
could be pursued to help boost 
economy growth. 

Talks are at an earlier stage 
with Portugal, which like 
Greece is under a European 
Union-European Central 
Bank-International Monetary 
Fund bailout tied to deep fiscal 
and structural reforms.

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EU Nobel peace award 
peace organisation 


OSLO (AFP) - Giving the 
Nobel Peace Prize to the Euro¬ 
pean Union is "unlawful" since 
it is not a "champion of peace" 
as defined by the will of 
founder Alfred Nobel, the In¬ 
ternational Peace Bureau said 
on Monday. 

In an open letter to Swe¬ 
den’s Nobel Foundation, the 
organisation asked that this 
year's eight million kronor- 
prize (932,000 euros or $1.19 
million) be withheld, a de¬ 
mand that was immediately re¬ 
jected by the Norwegian 
committee tasked with select¬ 
ing the peace laureate. 

"The European Union ... 
clearly is not one of 'the cham¬ 
pions of peace' Alfred Nobel 
had in mind and described in 
his will," the peace federation 
wrote. 

The Swedish industrialist 
and philanthropist, who died in 
1896, said in his testament that 
the award should go to the 
"person who shall have done 
the most or the best work for 
fraternity between nations, for 


the abolition or reduction of 
standing armies and for the 
holding and promotion of 
peace congresses." 

The International Peace 
Bureau noted that the EU "is 
not seeking to realise a demil¬ 
itarisation of international re¬ 
lations", and that its members 
"condone security based on 
military force and have waged 
wars rather than insisting on 
the need for alternative ap¬ 
proaches." 

The Geneva-based peace 
network, which has more than 
300 member organisations and 
was itself the recipient of the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1910, ac¬ 
cused the committee of having 
"redefined" the prize, which 
now also recognises environ¬ 
mentalists and anti-poverty 
campaigners. 

The only Nobel Prize given 
out in Norway was on October 
12 awarded to a crisis-stricken 
EU for its "advancement of 
peace and reconciliation, 
democracy and human rights 
in Europe." 


Sharon Osbourne has double

LONDON (AFP) - Sharon Osbourne has had a double 
mastectomy after finding out she carries a gene which 
increases the risk of getting breast cancer, the British 
television personality said in an interview published on 
Monday. Osbourne, 60, a former judge on America's Got 
Talent who is married to rock legend Ozzy Osbourne, 
battled colon cancer ten years ago and told Hello maga¬ 
zine she could not endure the ordeal again. Osbourne - 
- who recently became a grandmother when her son 
Jack had a daughter, Pearl - underwent 13 hours of sur¬ 
gery to remove both breasts. She gained television fame 
on the 2002-2005 hit MTV reality series "The Os¬ 
bournes", which followed the lives of her, Ozzy, Jack and 
her daughter Kelly. She went on to host British talent 
show The X Factor between 2004 and 2007, then Amer¬ 
ica's Got Talent between 2007 and 2012. She currently 
co-hosts The Talk, a chat show in the United States.

The award will be presented 
to the EU on December 10, 
which is the anniversary of Al¬ 
fred Nobel's death. 

In Oslo, the influential sec¬ 
retary of the Norwegian Nobel 
Committee brushed off the 
criticisms. 

"These viewpoints have been 
presented several times, they 
are well known and won't im¬ 
pact the evolution of the prize," 
Geir Lundestad told AFP. 

He added that the award 
"will indeed be handed out" at 
the Oslo ceremony, where it 
will be jointly collected by Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament President 
Martin Schulz, European 
Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso and EU Pres¬ 
ident Herman Van Rompuy. 

The criticisms by the Inter¬ 
national Peace Bureau echo 
those of its former vice presi¬ 
dent, Norwegian lawyer 
Fredrik Heffermehl, author of 
the book "Nobel's Will", who 
unsuccessfully lobbied the 
Swedish foundation charged 
with overseeing the awards 
over the issue.

LONDON (AFP) - Andy Mur¬ 
ray marked his first match on 
home turf since winning the US 
Open with a gritty 3-6, 6-3, 6-4 
victory over Tomas Berdych in 
the ATP Tour Finals at Lon¬ 
don's 02 Arena on Monday. 

Murray was playing in front 
of a British audience for the 
first time since his dramatic 
final win against Novak 
Djokovic in New York in Sep¬ 
tember and he rewarded the 
partisan crowd with a come 
from behind Group A success 
to kick off his latest bid to win 
the season-ending event. 

The 25-year-old, who has 
never been past the semi-finals 
of the Tour Finals in four pre¬ 
vious attempts, made a slow 
start against Czech fifth seed 
Berdych in the tournament's 
opening match. 

.Murray is the first British 
man for 76 years to win a

Wimbledon final. 

He entered the 02 Arena to 
a rapturous reception that re¬ 
flected the British sporting 
public's new-found admiration 
for a player who had previously 
struggled to win them over. 


Football: English giants look to revive 
CL campaigns 


PARIS (AFP) - English cham¬ 
pions Manchester City and 
Premier League rivals Arsenal 
will be looking to rebound in 
today's latest round of Cham¬ 
pions League group matches 
following defeats last time out. 

Defeat for City at home to a 
young and vibrant Ajax side, 
who beat them in Amsterdam 
a fortnight ago, would signal a 
second successive group stage 
exit of Europe's premier club 
competition and heap pressure 
on manager Roberto Mancini. 

Mancini, who must deliver 
something of note on the Euro¬ 
pean front for owner Sheikh 
Mansour bin Zayed A1 Nahyan 
after his huge investment in 
players, will also be hoping 
no-one emerges victorious 
from the other game where 
Real Madrid host German 


champions Borussia Dort¬ 
mund. 

Dortmund top the group on 
seven points with Real a point 
behind and City are bottom six 
points adrift of the table top¬ 
pers after three games. 

Arsenal have more room 
for manoeuvre as they too 
seek to avenge defeat when 
they travel to play Schalke 04 
as the Gunners lie second three 
points ahead of Greek outfit 
Olympiakos. 

However, Olympiakos have 
an enticing home clash with 
ailing French champions 
Montpellier and will be ex¬ 
pecting at the very least to 
maintain the pressure on Ar- 
sene Wenger's team. 

Elsewhere the two teams 
with 100% records, Porto and 
the surprise packages of 
Malaga are both away with the 
former playing Dynamo Kiev 
and the Spanish side away at 
Italian giants AC Milan. 

Mancini realises that vic¬ 
tory on today is imperative. 

While City are unbeaten in 
18 home matches in European 
competition Ajax can travel in 
some hope as they beat City's 
neigbours Manchester United 
2-1 at Old Trafford in their Eu- 
ropa League Last 32 clash 
there last season. 

Real go into their game 
with Dortmund on the back of 
having given coach Jose 
Mourinho his 100th victory of 
his reign there with a 4-0 win 
over Real Zaragoza. 

Mourinho, who is bidding 
to become the first coach to 
win the trophy with three dif¬ 
ferent clubs, said Real just 
needed maximum points from 
their remaining two home 
games to seal their place in the 


knockout round. 

Schalke may have lost on 
Saturday but their players were 
not in the least dismayed as 
they prepared to welcome an 
Arsenal side that has made 
their worst start to a Premier 
League season since Wenger 
took charge in 1996.

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Cycling: Australian clothing firm to 
sue UCI over doping 


PARIS (AFP) - Australian 
clothing firm SKINS threat¬ 
ened Sunday to sue world cy¬ 
cling governing body UCI for 
$2.0 million, alleging the or¬ 
ganisation harmed the com¬ 
pany's image by failing to 
crack down on doping and run 
a clean sport. 

SKINS said it had invested 
in the sport "under the illusion 
that professional cycling had 
been fundamentally reformed 
to contain doping and to min¬ 
imise the risks of scandals with 
which the brand of any spon¬ 
sor could be associated." 

But, in the wake of the 
Lance Armstrong scandal, 
which saw the Texan stripped 
of his seven Tour de France ti- 
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ties after a US investigation 
into alleged systematic doping, 
SKINS said it had to act ac¬ 
cordingly. 

"It has now been proven 
that these legitimate expecta¬ 
tions (of cycling being clean) 
have been betrayed on the 
grounds you are aware of," 
SKINS said. 

The firm indicated that the 
manner in which the UCI had 
dealt with the Armstrong case 
and the fight against doping in 
general "is the main cause for 
the total loss of confidence in 
professional cycling by the 
public." 


SKINS chairman Jaimie 
Fuller said: "The Lance Arm¬ 
strong affair has damaged 
world cycling to the point 
where its reputation is possibly 
irreparable. As a commercial 
partner, there are clearly impli¬ 
cations to our brand image 
(and) our reputation and cred¬ 
ibility has potentially been sig¬ 
nificantly damaged." 

And Fuller laid the blame at 
the UCI's door. 

SKINS sponsors Cycling 
Australia, USA Cycling, the 
Rabobank, Europcar and 
Telekom teams and BikeNZ in 
New Zealand, among others. 


Ortiz signs two- 
year deal with 
Red Sox 

BOSTON (AFP) - Dominican 
slugger David Ortiz signed a 
two-year Major League Base¬ 
ball contract worth $26 mil¬ 
lion with the Boston Red Sox 
on Monday, the club an¬ 
nounced on its website. 

Ortiz, who turns 37 on No¬ 
vember 18, had played with 
Boston on one-year deals for the past two seasons. In 
10 years with the Red Sox, Ortiz has batted .290 with 343 
home runs and 1,088 runs batted in. Primarily used as a 
designated hitter by the American League club, "Big 
Papi" hit .318 with 23 homers and 60 runs batted in over 
90 games last season, missing much of the late season 
with a right Achilles injury. Ortiz played a key role in 
helping the Red Sox win the World Series for the first 
time since 1918 when they swept St. Louis in 2004 and 
again when they swept Colorado in 2007. The Red Sox 
slumped to 69-93 this year, last in the AL East division 
and third-worst in the league overall. They have not 
reached the playoffs since 2009.

"We 
didn't deliver the win we 


wanted to give them." 

Roethlisberger flipped a 4- 
yard touchdown pass to Em¬ 
manuel Sanders but the 
reigning Super Bowl champi¬ 
ons equalized on Andre 
Brown's 1-yard touchdown 
run. 

On the next Steelers' pos¬ 
session, "Big Ben" was hit 
while trying to pass and New 
York's Michael Boley returned 
the fumble 70 yards for a 
touchdown. 

Shaun Suisham kicked a 
30-yard field goal to cut New 
York's half-time lead to 14-10, 
but Scotsman Lawrence Tynes 
answered from 23 and 50 yards 
to boost the Giants' edge to 20- 
10. 

But Roethlisberger con¬ 
nected with Mike Wallace on a 
51-yard touchdown pass and 
Isaac Redman scored the win¬ 
ning touchdown for the Steel¬ 
ers on a 1-yard run with 4:02 to 
play. 

Michael Turner scored At¬ 
lanta's only touchdown on a 3- 
yard run early in the fourth 
quarter and the Falcons, the 
NFL's only unbeaten team, im¬ 
proved to 8-0 with a 19-13 
home victory over Dallas. 


Division leaders Chicago 
and Houston both improved to 
7-1 with lopsided triumphs, the 
Bears routing host Tennessee 
51-20 for their sixth consecu¬ 
tive victory and Houston rip¬ 
ping visiting Buffalo 21-9. 

Chicago's Brandon Mar¬ 
shall caught nine passes for 
122 yards and three touch¬ 
downs from Jay Cutler while 
Matt Forte ran for 103 yards 
and a touchdown and Brian 
Urlacher returned an intercep¬ 
tion for a touchdown. 

Houston's Matt Schaub 
completed 19-of-27 passes for 
268 yards and two touchdowns 
while Arian Foster ran for 111 
yards and a touchdown to con¬ 
tinue the best start in Texans 
history. 

Aaron Rodgers completed 
14-of-30 passes for 218 yards 
and four touchdown passes and 
Green Bay ripped visiting Ari¬ 
zona 31-17, giving the Packers 
(6-3) their fourth victory in a 
row and the Cardinals (4-5) a 
fifth loss in a row. 

Baltimore and Denver en¬ 
hanced their division leads 
with road victories, the Ravens 
rallying late for a 25-15 victory 
at Cleveland while Peyton 


Manning threw for three 
touchdowns as Denver took a 
31-23 triumph at Cincinnati. 

Baltimore's Joe Flacco 
flipped a 19-yard touchdown 
pass to Torrey Smith to give 
the Ravens (6-2) the lead for 
good on their way to beating 
the Browns (2-7) for a 10th 
consecutive time. 

Manning completed 27-of- 
35 passes for 291 yards to 
spark the Broncos to a third 
win in a row and a 5-3 record 
to top the AFC West. 

Top draft pick Andrew 
Luck threw for an NFL rookie- 
record 433 yards, hitting 30-of- 
48 passes, and host 
Indianapolis edged Miami 23- 
20. The Colts (5-3) have won 
three in a row while Miami (4- 
4) had a three-game win streak 
snapped. 

Colts coach Chuck Pagano, 
still fighting leukemia while 
interim coach Bruce Arians 
guides the team, spoke to play¬ 
ers before and after the game. 

"It was huge," Luck said. 
"To see him in the flesh in the 
locker room, to hear him speak 
gave a big boost to all the 
guys."
